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AN ACT

To repeal section 207.060, RSMo, and to enact in lieu thereof one new section relating

to county offices within the department of social services.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Missouri, as follows:

Section A. Section 207.060, RSMo, is repealed and one new section

2 enacted in lieu thereof, to be known as section 207.060, to read as follows:

207.060. 1. The directors of the family support division and children's

2 division shall [jointly operate and maintain a county office] ensure services are

3 accessible in every county[, which may be in the charge of a county welfare

4 director who shall have been a resident of the state of Missouri for a period of at

5 least two years immediately prior to taking office and whose salary shall be paid

6 from funds appropriated for the family support division and children's division].

7 2. For the purpose of establishing and maintaining county offices, or

8 carrying out any of the duties of the divisions, the division directors may enter

9 into agreements with any political subdivision of this state, and as a part of such

10 agreement, may accept moneys, services, or quarters as a contribution toward the

11 support and maintenance of such county offices. Any funds so received shall be

12 payable to the director of revenue and deposited in the proper special account in

13 the state treasury, and become and be a part of state funds appropriated for the

14 use of the family support division and children's division.

15 3. Other employees in the county offices shall be employed with due

16 regard to the population of the county, existing conditions and purpose to be

17 accomplished. Such employees shall be paid as are other employees of the family

18 support division and children's division.
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
